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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on March 23, 2005. 

Claims 44-47 are amended and withdrawn claims 48 and 49 are amended, no claims are 
canceled, and no claims are added; as a result, claims 23-26, 34-66 are now pending in this 
application, with claims 23-24, 34-38, 44-47, 52-58, and 66 currently pending examination. 
The amendments to the claims are fully supported by the specification as originally filed. No 
new matter is introduced. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the above-identified 
application in view of the amendments above and the remarks that follow. 

Applicant notes that the Office Action Summary indicates that that the Examiner rejects 
claim 44, objects to claims 45-47, and indicates that claims 39-51 are withdrawn. Applicant 
submits that this list of withdrawn claims is incorrect and that claims 44-47 are included in the 
set of claims currently under examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicant submitted an Information Disclosure Statement and a 1449 Form on October 6, 
2003. Applicant respectfully requests that initialed copies of the 1449 Forms be returned to 
Applicant's Representatives to indicate that the cited references have been considered by the 
Examiner. 

First S102 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 44 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Lui et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,818,778). Applicant traverses these grounds of rejection of the claims. 

Applicant cannot find in Lui et al. (hereafter Lui) a disclosure, a teaching, or a suggestion 
of an antifuse circuit including a read circuit comprising an inverter having an input coupled to 
the second terminal of the antifuse, as recited in amended claim 44. Applicant submits that, 
since Lui does not disclose, teach, or a suggest all the elements of claim 44, Lui does not 
anticipate claim 44 and that claim 44 is patentable over Lui. 

Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection of claim 44, and 
reconsideration and allowance of this claim. 
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Second 102 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 44 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Wollesen (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,515,344 Bl). Applicant traverses these grounds of rejection of the claims. 

Applicant reserves the right to swear behind Wollesen at a later date. 

Applicant cannot find in Wollesen a disclosure, a teaching, or a suggestion of an antifuse 
circuit including a read circuit comprising an inverter having an input coupled to a second 
terminal of the antifuse, as recited in amended claim 44. Applicant submits that, since Wollesen 
does not disclose, teach, or a suggest all the elements of claim 44, Wollesen does not anticipate 
claim 44 and that claim 44 is patentable over Wollesen. 

Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection of claim 44, and 
reconsideration and allowance of this claim. 

Objections to the Claims 

Claims 45-47 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 45-47 are amended to have an independent form that includes all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the objections to claims 45-47, and reconsideration and allowance of these claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23, 24, 34-38, 52-58, and 66 were allowed. Applicant acknowledges allowance 
of these claims. 

Assertion of Pertinence 

Applicant has not responded to the assertion of pertinence stated for the patents cited, but 

not relied upon, by the Office Action since these patents are not relied upon as part of the 

rejections in this Office Action. Applicant is expressly not conceding they have any pertinence 

and reserves the right to respond more fully should any of them form a part of some future 

rejection. 
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Withdrawn Claims 

Withdrawn claims 48 and 49 are amended in line with the amendment to claim 44. 
Withdrawn independent claim 25, 48, and 59 are process claims that include operating the 
features of the apparatus of claims 23, 44, and 52, respectively. Withdrawn claims 26, 39-43, 
withdrawn claims 49-51, and withdrawn claims 60-65 depend on withdrawn independent claim 
25, 48, and 59, respectively. With the allowance of claims 23, 44, and 52, Applicant respectfully 
requests the rejoinder and allowance of claims 25-26, 39-51, and 60-65. See M.P.E.P. 821.04. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that the claims are in condition for allowance, and 
notification to that effect is earnestly requested.
